MAYA ANGELOU 1 1928-2014 

WRITER, 

ACTIVIST

Maya Angelou, a child of the Jim Crow South 
who rose to international prominence as a 
writer known for her frank chronicles of per- 
sonal history and a performer instantly identi- 
fied by her regal presence and rich, honeyed 
voice, died Wednesday at her home in Win- 
ston-Salem, N.C. She was 86. 

Her literary agent, Helen Brann, confirmed 
the death but said she did not know the im- 
mediate cause. Angelou had heart ailments 
and had been in declining health for years. 

Angelou established her literary reputation 
in 1970 with “I Know Why the Caged Bird 
Sings,” a memoir detailing the racism and 
abuse she endured during her childhood. 

From her desperate early years, Angelou 
gradually moved into nightclub dancing and 
from there began a career in the arts that 
spanned more than 60 years. She sang cabaret 
and calypso, danced with Alvin Alley acted on 
Broadway directed for film and TV and wrote 
more than 30 books, including poetry, essays 
and, responding to the public’s appetite for 
her life story, six autobiographies. 

She won three Grammy Awards for spoken- 
word recordings of her poetry and prose, and 
was invited by President-elect Bill Clinton to 
read an original poem at his first inauguration 
in 1993, making her only the second poet in 
history, after Robert Frost, to be so honored. 

In 2011, President Obama presented her 
with the Presidential Medal of Freedom, the 
nation’s highest civilian honor. 

It was her story of personal transforma- 
tion in “I Know Why the Caged Bird Sings” 
that launched Angelou’s career and brought 
her wide recognition as a symbol of strength 
overcoming struggle. 


“She brought an understanding of the di- 
lemmas and dangers and exhilarations of 
black womanhood more to the fore than al- 
most any autobiographer before her time,” 
said Arnold Rampersad, a literary critic and 
professor emeritus of English at Stanford 
University “She challenged assumptions 
about what was possible for a poor black girl 
from the South, and she emerged as a figure of 
courage, honesty and grace.” 

“I Know Why the Caged Bird Sings” fo- 
cused on growing up in her grandmother’s 
care in segregated Stamps, Ark., and on her 
rape by her mother’s boyfriend at age 7, “a 
breaking and entering when even the senses 
are torn apart.” 

After she spoke her attacker’s name, he was 
found kicked to death in a lot behind a slaugh- 
terhouse. Convinced that her voice had the 
power to kill, she fell nearly silent for five years. 
She spoke only to her older brother, Bailey 

“I had to stop talking,” she wrote. “I walked 
into rooms where people were laughing, their 
voices hitting the walls like stones, and I sim- 
ply stood still— in the midst of a riot of sound. 
After a minute or two, silence would rush into 
the room from its hiding place because I had 
eaten up all the sounds.” 

The book, which came at the leading edge 
of a renaissance in literature by black female 
writers such as Toni Morrison and Alice 
Walker, traces the young Angelou’s effort to 
recover her voice and a sense of control over 
her body and her life. 

Enduringly popular, “I Know Why the 
Caged Bird Sings” has been translated into 
17 languages, sold more than one million cop- 
ies and still appears on high school and college 
reading lists.

In Austin, a33-year- 
old man was fatally 
shot Monday in the 200 block of North Laramie 
Avenue, police said. That same day, a 25-year- 
old man was shot to death in the 5400 block of 
West Haddon Avenue, according to officials. 

Austin has logged 14 homicides so far this 
year. The West Side community area recorded 
31 homicides last year, down from 37 killings in 
2012, RedEye determined. 

In East Garfield Park, a 47-year-old man died 
from sharp-force injuries sustained Monday 
in the 2800 block of West Arthington Street, 
police said. One day earlier, a 46-year-old man 
was shot to death in the 3300 block of West 
Maypole Avenue, according to officials. 

East Garfield Park has logged four homicides 
SO far this year. The West Side community area 
recorded nine homicides last year, up from six 
killings in 2012, RedEye found. 



Citywide, gunshot homicides were recorded 
in the past week in Ashburn, Chicago Lawn, 
Englewood, Humboldt Park, Roseland, Uptown 
and Washington Heights, according to police 
information. 

Meanwhile, a 26-year-old man was stabbed 
to death May 22 in the 3900 block of South 
Michigan Avenue in Grand Boulevard, police said. 

Thirty-six homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Forty-six homicides were recorded 
in May 2013, RedEye found.

Obama outlines 
foreign policy in 
West Point speech 

President Obama fought back against critics 
of his foreign policy Wednesday by insisting 
US. reliance on diplomacy over military inter- 
vention was working to resolve global crises 
like Ukraine and Iran, and he pledged to ramp 
up support for Syria’s opposition. 

In the commencement address at the US. 
Military Academy in West Point, Obama laid 
out his approach to foreign affairs for the rest 
of his presidency built on a commitment to act 
in concert with other nations, and he shifted 
the fight against terrorism from Afghanistan 
to more diffuse threats globally 

He cast himself as striking a middle ground 
between war mongers and isolationists. 

“Tough talk often draws headlines, but war 
rarely conforms to slogans,” he said. America 
must lead on the world stage but “US. mili- 
tary action cannot be the only— or even pri- 
mary-component of our leadership in every 
instance,” he said.

You’re a lifelong Cubs fan. Who were your 
favorite players growing up? 

Ryne Sandberg for sure. Just to piss off my 
Canadian friends, I have to mention Andre 
Dawson. Heh, that always rubs people the 
wrong way up there. Greg Maddux. I always 
remember that Rick Sutcliffe had a sweet 
beard. 



You recently did the seventh-inning stretch 
at Wrigley again. Do you want to become a 
regular? 

I’m on call for them. They need me, they 
pick up the Batphone and I’m there. It’s 
something I’ve done three times. The 
second time was great because they invited 
me back and the third was better. Everyone 
is so cool, from the scoreboard guy to the 
organist. I love it. 

Are you nervous about the Blackhawks? 

I have a few friends who are on suicide 
watch. 

I’m not nervous at all. I talked to Duncan 
Keith [on Tuesday] and he wasn’t nervous 
either. The Hawks are a great team and the 
Kings are too. That’s the best thing about 
the Stanley Cup playoffs. It doesn’t matter 
how good or bad you were coming in to the 
playoffs, any team can beat any time. Look 
at the Canadians and Rangers. I think after 
[Wednesday], they’ll be on a flight to Los

Slippery Slope will be judged by 
whether people describe it as “a fun 
bar.” That’s how partners Danny 
Shapiro and Andy Gould define 
their ambitions for the two-week- 
old Logan Square spot, and while 
that goal may sound laughably sim- 
ple, it’s anything but. The prevailing 
cocktail trend in the city was, for a 
while, toward severity. Menus read 
like history textbooks and guests 
spoke in whispers when ordering 
from haberdashed servers. This past 
year, though, Chicago has seen the 
tide turn. Hits such as Three Dots 
and a Dash and Punch House prove 
that bars can be un-self-consciously 
fun again, and that no one is too 
cool for an umbrella drink or a 
’yos-inspired basement party. So, 
could the team behind Scofflaw 
and now-shuttered Bonny’s bring a 
rockin’ DJ party— with Skee-Ball— 
to Logan Square? I brought my 
dancing shoes along for the ride.

The drinks 

Ever tried to dance holding a 
coupe glass? It’s not pretty. The 
Slippery Slope guys clearly 
thought this through, and 
instead serve the small list of 
rotating cocktails (all $8) in 
nearly spill-proof mini bottles 
with straws. Not only are they 
whimsical, they’re delicious. So 
delicious, in fact, that I polished 
off my Miami Vice-a frozen 
cross between a pina colada 
and a strawberry daiquiri- 
before I even had much of a 
chance to survey the scene. 
The drinks definitely aren’t 
weak, but at just 5 ounces, they 
disappear quickly. A sangria- 
esque Cooler Wine Cooler 
was a bit more of a sipper 
thanks to its red wine base, 
but if you’re really trying to 
nurse a drink, go for the house 
cocktail, a Monte Carlo. Like 
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an old fashioned, it’s bourbon- 
based and not for the booze- 
averse. The best bang for 
your buck, though, is the draft 
beer, which at $2 (Hamm’s), 

$4 (Allagash White, plus two 
Dark Horse options) to $5 
(Guinness), should get you on 
the dance floor for cheap. 

Certifiably fun? Yes. 

The music 

Unless you’re the wallfloweri- 
est of wallflowers, the DJs are 
why you came to Slippery 
Slope. A medium-sized dance 
floor faces a slightly raised 
booth where nightly DJs reign. 
Along with residents Super 
Friends and Major Taylor-who 
commutes between L.A. and 
Chicago to spin at the bar- 
popular queer dance party 
Slo ’Mo has already set up 
shop at Slippery Slope. Owners 
say nights will be themed 
(think New Wave on Tuesdays, 
queer parties on Thursdays), 
but DJs will rotate monthly. 

It’s a smart scheduling move, 
allowing you to know the type 
of music to expect without 
letting the playlists get stale. 
On the night I visited, a diverse 
crowd packed the dance floor, 
though some seemed more 



reluctant to shake it than oth- 
ers. I recommend the $4 house 
shot (half Jeppson’s malort, half 
Campari) if you’re looking for 
liquid courage. 

Certifiably fun? Yes. 

The food and games 

Try to not smile while playing 
Skee-Ball; I dare you. Three 
of these classic boardwalk 
games are lined up against the 
bar’s front wall, where, for $1 a 
pop, you can challenge your 
friends and stake out a prime 
spot to eat some snacks. Food 
at Slippery Slope comes via a 
walk-up window inside the bar, 
where a tiny prep kitchen turns 
out drunk munchies such as 
the Mother-In-Law (a Tom Tom 
tamale topped with vegetarian 
chili, sour cream and cheese) 
and a Frito pie (both $5). 

Certifiably fun? Yes. 

The crowd 

From our seats in one of the 
oversized, round booths that 
line one of the bar’s walls, 
my friend and I had prime 
people-watching real estate. 
The crowd was surprisingly 
eclectic: tattoo-covered rocka- 
billy kids, guys in cargo shorts 
and baseball caps, a few 
bartenders on their night off. 
But for all the booze, flatter- 
ing lighting (seriously, it’s like 
one giant Instagram filter) and 
ample space in our booth, no 
one asked whether they could 
share our orange vinyl-uphol- 
stered throne. By the time we 
left a few hours later, the bar 
was packed to capacity, with 
a manageable line forming 
down Milwaukee Avenue. 

Certifiably fun? Yes, once 
you have a few drinks. 

Bottom line 

When a bar assembles great 
music, good drinks and a di- 
verse crowd in proper propor- 
tion, it generally spells instant 
success. Slippery Slope has the 
first three down, with a killer 
location near The Radler, East 
Room and The Whistler to 
boot. Expect to have some fun.

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Bishe brings smarts, 
warmth to Tire’ roie

When actress Kerry Bishe heard she landed 
the part of computer engineer Donna Clark 
on AMC’s new drama “Halt and Catch Fire,” 
she went where many tech geniuses go: the 
garage. 

She and a software engineer friend holed 
up in his Pasadena, Calif, garage and tinkered 
as she peppered him with questions in an at- 
tempt to understand the minutia of computer 
technology 

“We ordered some Speak & Spells {a com- 
puterized toy that factors heavily in the show’s 
pilot episode] off eBay and took them apart 
and soldered stuff,” the Northwestern alumna 
said. “It literally gave me a migraine headache 
one day because I was trying so hard to grasp 
the concepts.” 

For Bishe, 30, the time she spent getting 
“close to the metal,” or deep in the guts of a 
machine’s system, was important to her mas- 
tery of the role. For the show’s producers, it 
was another example of the dedication that 
made Bishe the right actress to embody this 
multifaceted character. 

“Is she going to become a true engineer 
in a week of exposure? No, obviously not,” 
said Jonathan Lisco, the series’ showrunner 
and executive producer. “However, as a very 
astute, very precise actress, is she going to 
subconsciously absorb things that are going 
to inform her performance and make it more 
credible? There is no doubt.” 

“Halt and Catch Fire,” which premieres 
Sunday and is available online now, is set in 
1983 during the personal computer revolution. 
(The show’s title comes from a command that 
essentially forces a computer to self-destruct.) 

Lee Pace, best known for his work on 



“Pushing Daises,” plays Joe MacMillan, a 
Gordon Gekko-like tech salesman. Bishe’s 
portrayal of Gordon’s wife, Donna, a talented 
engineer who works at Texas Instruments, 
is powerful in its emotional variation. From 
stressed working mom to deeply scarred wife 
to loving, extremely giving partner to tech ge- 
nius, Bishe gives each persona its due, creat- 
ing a character that reflects the intricacies of 
everyday life. 

“That’s really just the tip of the iceberg,” 
Bishe said during a phone interview from 
Newark. 

‘As soon as we saw Kerry on tape, we knew 
she was Donna,” co-creator Chris Cantwell 
wrote in an email. “She has a very strong in- 
tellect that’s apparent even when she’s dis- 
cussing more mundane matters in dialogue. 
With Kerry we can do scenes of Donna that 
are domestic on the surface while keeping the 
character dimensional and layered.”

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Black Keys stepping up 
to brighter exposure

The Black Keys— drummer Patrick Carney 
and singer/guitarist Dan Auerbach— seem- 
ingly have been everywhere the past few 
weeks, promoting their new album “Turn 
Blue,” which sold 164,000 copies in its first 
week to debut at No. i on the Billboard 200. 
But Carney took a few minutes out of his 
whirlwind schedule to answer a few questions 
about the album and upcoming tour. 

Album No. 8, and you’re arena-rock stars. 

Are you ready for the backlash that comes 
when a famous band opens up its sound a 
bit? 

Right. The backlash, it was that Pitchfork 
review I5.8 out of lo], but it’s to be expected. 

I love music more than anything, and of 
course they’re going to give The Swans, a 
band I’ve been trying to listen to since I was 
14, a better review than our record. And they 
probably need it, you know what I mean? 

I’m just glad we got a better review than the 
Michael Jackson record because Michael 
Jackson didn’t even make it. 


“It’s Up To You Now” and “Gotta Get Away” 
were the first songs recorded for this album 
and those were just you and Dan, right? 

It was those two plus “Fever,” and then we 
did like 12 songs in Michigan, and then went 
to L.A. with Danger Mouse. ... We had a 
lot of [bleep] to go through. But the record 
ended up being mostly the L.A. sessions. 

You were going through a divorce during 
the making of “Brothers” [released in 2010], 
and Dan was going through a divorce during 
part of the recording of “Turn Blue.”

Dan’s the quiet 
older brother, and he’s not a loudmouth like 
me. He has [a] harder time expressing his 
feelings one-on-one, but I think it was im- 
portant for him to make this record, because 
he got a lot of the stuff that he was going 
through off his chest.

Gripes: Since it’s a gradual self 
tanner, you have to apply it 
daily for decent results, which 
can become tedious when you 
have to cover your whole body.

The most dangerous man in “X-Men: Days 
of Future Past” isn’t a telepath, a shapeshifter 
or a guy with foot-long claws sticking out of 
his hands— he’s Bolivar Trask, the non-super- 
powered scientist and Sentinel creator, played 
by Peter Dinklage. 

“Days of Future Past” marks Dinklage’s 
first high-profile movie role since emerg- 
ing as the breakout star of HBO’s “Game of 
Thrones,” but he’s been plying his trade on 
the big screen for nearly 20 years. Here’s a 
look at five of his memorable appearances be- 
fore “X-Men.”

Living in Obiivion 

Dinklage made his film debut in 1995 in this 
quirky, self-referential indie comedy that stars 
Steve Buscemi as a put-upon director desper- 
ately trying to complete his movie. Dinklage 
has a small but sharp role as Tito, a hot-tem- 
pered actor who admonishes Buscemi’s char- 
acter for his cliched decision to cast a dwarf in 
his dream sequence. 

Elf 

Dinklage delivered another memorable out- 
burst in Jon Favreau’s 2003 Christmas comedy, 
in which Will Ferrell plays Buddy, a human 
raised as one of Santa’s elves at the North Pole 
who leaves to find his father in New York City. 
Alas, Buddy’s naivete gets him into hot wa- 
ter with one of his dad’s clients. Miles Finch 
(Dinklage), a successful author who doesn’t 
take kindly to being mistaken for an elf. 

Without mussing his slicked hair or three-piece 
suit, he gives Buddy a thorough thrashing-first 
verbally, then physically. 

The Station Agent 

The same year he appeared in “Elf,” Dinklage 
landed his breakthrough role as a leading man. 
He earned glowing reviews playing a loner who 


tries to ignore the overtures of his new neigh- 
bors after moving to a small New Jersey town, 
only to find himself gradually opening up to 
them and expanding his horizons. 

Tiptoes 

Granted, “Tiptoes” is most memorable for 
its sheer strangeness. The bizarre romantic 
comedy stars Kate Beckinsale and Matthew 
McConaughey as a couple whose relationship 
hits the rocks when she learns that he comes 
from a family of dwarfs. Dinklage plays a tat- 
tooed, motorcycle-riding friend. 

The Chronicies of Narnia: 

Prince Caspian 

Director and co-writer Andrew Adamson 
knew before he started writing the script for 
this 2008 fantasy adventure that he wanted 
Dinklage to play the heroic Trumpkin the Red 
Dwarf, having admired the actor’s work in “The 
Station Agent.” Though Dinklage now is a fan- 
tasy veteran thanks to “Game of Thrones,” it 
took some convincing for him to come aboard 
“Prince Caspian.” (And once he finally did, he 
had to shave his head, endure three hours of 
makeup a day and wear a fake beard made of 
yak hair.)
